Crop Prospects. — The crop advices of 
the West have been quite favorable. The 
harvesting of winter wheat has become quite 
general in some sections, and the result 
promises to be quite satisfactory. From the 
spring wheat States the advices are also very 
encouraging, and present prospects indicate a 
large crop of both spring and winter. From 
California, notwithstanding the injury by the 
late rains, we shall have a good average crop. 
While too much rain in California has been 
an injury, rain in Great Britain has proved 
very beneficial. The London correspondent 
of the New York Financial Chronicle says : 
‘We have now reason to expect not only 
pastures during the hot summer 
months, but also fair average crops of barley, 
oats, beans and peas, as well as of roots and 
| potatoes. ‘To a large meat-consuming coun- 
try like this, an abundance of cattle-feeding

The obstinacy 
of the market has not supported these ex- 
pectations, the result being a remarkable dis- 
tribution of property titles. ‘Too many rail- 
roads to give a particular illustration have 
gone into Denver, Col., and the people of 
that rising city derive the benefits of a for- 
midable competition, while the ambitious rail- 
road corporations and some of their largest 
shareholders suffer to a degree which com- 
pels them to sell quantities of stocks and 
| bonds.

THE STAGE-DRIVER’S STORY. 





How General Scott’s Life was Saved, and 
How His Driver Twice Escaped Death. 





The traveller of the present day, as he is 
hurried along by the lightning express, in its 
buffet cars and palace sleepers, seldom re- 
verts in thought to the time when the stage 
coach and packet were the only means of 
communication between distant points. It is 
rare that one of the real old-time stage driv- 
ers is met with now-a-days, and when the writ- 
er ran across Fayette Haskell, of Lockport. 
N. Y., he felt like a biographer over the dis- 
covery of some rare volume of ‘forgotten 
lore.” Mr. Haskell, although one of the 
pioneers in stage driving, (he formerly ran 
from Lewiston to Niagara Falls and Buffalo,) 
is hale and hearty, and bids fair to live many 
years. 

The strange stories of his early adventures 
would fill a volume. At one time when going 
down a mountain near Lewiston, with no less 
a personage than General Scott as a passen- 
ger, the brakes gave way and the coach came 
on the heels of the bind horses. The only 
remedy was to whip the leaders to a gallop. 
Gaining additional momentum with each revo- 
lution of the wheels, the coach swayed and 
pitched down the mountain side and into the 
streets of Lewiston. Straight ahead at the 
foot of the steep hill, flowed the Niagara Riv- 
er, towards which the four horses dashed, ap- 
parently to certain death. Yet the firm hand 
| never relaxed its held, nor the clear brain its

emergency. On dashed the horses until the 
narrow dock was reached on ‘the river bank, 
when, by a masterly exhibition of nerve and 
daring, the coach was turned in scarce its own 
length, and the horses brought to a stand-still, 
before the pale lookers-on could .realize what 
had occurred. A purse was raised by Gener- 
al Scott, and presented to Mr. Haskell with 
very high compliments for his skill and brav- 
ery.

Crper VineGar.—A French method for 
Scald three barrels or casks with hot water, 
rinse thoroughly and empty. Then scald with 
boiling vinegar, rolling the barrels and allow- 
ing them to stand on their sides two or three 
days, until they become thoroughly saturated 
with the vinegar. The barrels are then filled 
about one-third with strong, pure cider vine- 
gar and two gallons of cider added. Every 
eighth day thereafter, two gallons of cider are 
added until the barrels are two-thirds full. 
The whole is allowed stand fourteen days 


egar, and one-half of it may be drawn and 
the process of filling up with cider be begun 
In summer the barrels are allowed to 
stand exposed to the sun, and in cold weather 
kept where the temperature is 80°.
